NEW  YORK,  May  11  -Loud 
speakers  at  urban  street  corners  and 
receiving  seta  m  schools  and  village 
assembly  hails  are  carrying  to  the 
Russian  people  the  programmes  of 
the  .sixty -seven  radio  broadcast 
-tatlons  that  have  been  established  I 
V»  the  8oviet  Oovernment. 

with  only  three  hundred  thousand 
radio  seta  In  use,  Russia  has  yet  to 
accomplish  the  major  part  of  its 
plan  of  making  radio  available  to  '■ 
the  massea.  In  the  amount  of 
broadcasting  of  ail  kinds  of  pro- 
grammes, however,  it  Is  far  ahead 
of  the  real  of  Europe,  for  nearly  all 
Its  stations  are  working  on  a  full- 
day  schedule. 

Germany.  Prance  and  Sweden, 
with  about  thirty  stations  each,  and 
the  United  Kingdom  with  twenty- 
two,  do  not  offer  their  listeners  as 
many  different  programmes  to  tune 
in. 

Little  known  facts  about  Russia's 1 
radio  development  have  been 
brought  to  light  as  the  result  or  the 
$600,000  contract  for  radio  equip- 
ment recently  placed  with  an  Amer- 
ican manufacturing  concern  through 
the  Amtorg  Trading  Company,  offi- 
cial trade  representatives  of  the  So- 
viet oovernment  In  this  rity  This 
equipment  is  now  being  delivered 
piecemeal.

It  include*  the  largest  high-volt- 
age rectifier  ever  built  for  radio,  a 
giant  unit  capable  of  a  seven  hun- 
dred and  fifty  kilowatt  output  The 
design  of  Professor  Bonch-Bruevirh. 
hailed  as  Russia's  greatest  radio 
engineer,  consists  of  eighteen  mer- 
cury vapor  tubes  which  transform 
an  alternating  current  into  a  direct 
current  at  a  potential  fifteen  thou- 
sand volts.  The  ordering  of  this 
rectifier  would  tend  to  verify  re- 
ports that  Russia  la  building  the 
largest  station  in  the  world  either 
at  Moscow  or  at  Nhhnlnovgorod 

Amtorg  officials  do  not  know  Just 
what  use  will  be  made  of  the  recti- 
fier, but  It  was  indicated  from  other 
sources  that  It  will  probably  be 
adapted  to  Russia's  present  highest 
powered  broadcasting  station  at 
Moscow,  which  la  rated  at  forty 
kilowatts.

KADIO  STATIONS 

Soviet  Russia  will  have  a  abort 
wave  station  at  Moscow  in  direct 
communication  with  New  York  be- 
lore  the  year  Is  out.  It  la  also 
building  one  at  Khabarovsk,  at  the 
western  end  of  Siberia  on  the  border 
of  Siberia,  presumably  for  communi- 
cating with  Moscow.  This  station 
may  also  be  used  for  a  transpacific 
circuit  with  the  United  State*. 

As  in  this  country  and  Canada, 
the  Russian  officials  are  encourag- 
ing all  amateur  operators  with  the 
thought  of  developing  them  Into 
radio  engineers.  Licences  are  issued 
freely  to  youths  with  radio  aptitude, 
and  local  radio  clubs  are  encouraged. 

Besides  the  rectifier,  the  order 
placed  with  the  American  company 
included  a  long  wave  broadcaster,  a 
short  wave  broadcaster,  five  code 
transmitters  and  eight  telegraph 
and  telephone  sets  for  transmitting 
from  aircraft.  These  are  under- 
stood to  be  intended  largely  for  ex- 
perlmentA  with  the  Idea  of  adapting 
American  equipment  to  the  fast  de- 
veloping Russian  system. 

The  Russian  representatives  dis- 
avow any  intention  to  propagandize 
over  their  radio  stations.  It  Is  true 
thai  Russian  listeners  can  receive 
programmes  from  Prague.  Vienna 
and  other  nearby  transmission 
points  and  that  Russian  stations 
may  orten  be  heard  on  Continental 
Europe,  but  the  interchange  of  pro- 
gramme idea  is  not  In  the  minds  of 
the  broadcast  managers,  it  is  said. 
HEARD  IN  RUSSIAN 

All  the  spoken  programmes  are  In 
Russian.  They  trend  toward  edu- 
cational features  more  than  Amer- 
ican stations  do.  A  typical  pro- 
gramme of  Komlntem.  the  Moscow 
station,  as  taken  from  a  popular 
radio  magazine  in  Russia,  consists 
of  a  lesson  in  Esperanto  and  an  hour 
of  agricultural  lessons  for  the  peas- 
ants early  in  the  morning.  At 
12  noon,  there  Is  an  hour  entitled, 
"Sing  With  Us."  devoted  to  group 
singing. 

Through  the  afternoon  there  are 
lectures  to  amateur  photographers, 
hunters  and  the  like.  Then  there 
are  news  flashes,  called  the  "Radio 
Newspaper."  and  the  weather  re- 
port*, called  the  "Radio  Calendar ." 
Lectures  on  literature,  politics  and 
other  subjects,  along  with  plays  and 
dialogue,  complete  the  educational 
features.  Chamber  music  or  broad- 
casts from  the  opera  take  up  the 
three  and  one- half  hours  before 
mldnlgl.L

OVER  A.B.C.  CHAIN

This  Austrian  scientist  announces 
that  warm  milk,  if  treated  a  1th 
high-frequency  waves,  will  remain 
fresh  and  sweet  for  a  month.  Tills 
may  be  the  starting  point  for  the 
use  of  this  method  ol  sterilization 
for  other  roods  besides  milk. 

It  is  planned  to  develop  this  met- 
hod on  a  commercial  basis  and  make 
it  a  great  boon  during  hot  weather.

WhUe  Europe  has  recently  been 
«uflertng  in  the  gTip  of  Winter  cold 
that  in  extent  and  severity  exceed- 
ed anything  the  oldest  inhabitant* 
remember,  there  are  old  account* 
of  blixxards  and  ice  on  the  Con- 
tinent which  must  have  carried 
suffering  much  greater  than  that 
described  in  recent  dispatches.  In 
present  cold  spells  an  airplane  seta 
out  with  relief  supplies,  a  motor 
truck  biases  a  trail  acroas  the  ice. 
a  steamer  breaks  Its  way  through 
frown  waters.  But  there  was  Arctic 
cold  in  temperate  Europe  before  the 
days  of  airplanes,  motor  trucks  and 
ice-breaking  vessels  driven  by  steam. 

It  would  be  impossible  of  course, 
to  obtain  a  reliable  European  weath- 
er record  reaching  back  fifteen  cen- 
turies, but.  the  historian  Chambers 
preserves  for  us  an  account  of  cold 
Winters  on  the  Continent  which  he 
took  from  a  periodical  not  named 
According  to  this  chronicle,  in  401 
the  Black  Sea  was  said  to  have 
been  completely  frosen  over,  and  In 
402  the  River  Danube.  In  703  the 
cold  was  said  to  be  so  intense  that 
the  Dardanelles  were  froaen  and 
again  the  Black  Sea.  The  snow  "In 
some  places"  drifted  to  a  depth  of 
fifty  feet  "and  the  ice  was  heaped 
in  such  quantities  on  the  cities  as 
to  cause  the  walls  to  fall  down." 

TALES  OF  KXTBEME  COLD 

In  800.  the  account  relates,  the 
Adriatic  was  "entirely  froaen  over  " 
In  891  and  SOT  the  vines  were  killed 
and  cattle  died  in  their  stalls.  In 
091  "the  Winter  lasted  very  long 
and  was  extremely  severe  Every- 
thing was  froaen  over  and  famine 
and  pestilence  closed  the  year." 
And  In  1007  "the  cold  was  so  Intense 
that  most  of  the  travelers  in  Oer- 
many  were  Irosen  to  death  on  the 
roads," 

In  1133  It  waa  so  cold  in  Italy  that 
the  Po  waa  froaen  from  Cremona 
to  the  nea,  and  heaps  of  snow  ren- 
dered the  roads  Impassable  1  Win* 
casks  burst  and  trees  were  spilt  by 
frost  with  an  Immense  noise"  It 
Is  related  than  in  1234  a  pine  forest 
near  Ravenna  waa  klUed  by  frost 
In  1209  there  was  intense  cold  in 
Scotland,  and  In  that  same  year  the 
Cattegat  was  frosen  between  Nor- 
way and  JuUand. 

NO  THERMOMETERS 

It  will  be  observed,  of  course,  that 
this  account  contains  no  reference 
to  degrees  Fahrenheit,  for  the  very 
good  reason  that  Fahrenheit  had 
not  yet  Invented  hla  thermometer 
But  even  after  thermometers  were 
In  use  they  were  not  always  effec- 
tive Instruments  for  recording  the 
extreme  cold  in  Europe  In  the 
Winter  of  1848-49  public  Journals 
recorded  the  freealng  of  the  mercury 
in  thermometers  at  Aggershuuv  in 
Sweden.  Chambers  explains  that  as 
mercury  freeaes  at  39  degrees  below 
aero  the  temperature  must  have 
been  at  least  as  low  as  that  and  was 
perhaps  even  lower. 

Bringing  in  a  record  of  his  own 
day.  Chambers  tells  of  the  cold 
English  Christmas  of  1800  F.  J. 
I xi we.  -the  celebrated  meteorologist 
writing  on  December  25  to  The

British 
Columbia's  organised  and  private 
charities.  Including  the  mothers' 
pension  and  old  aae  pension,  pro- 
vide over  82.000.000.  Centralised 
control  was  needed  for  the  distribu- 
tion of  such  a  fund.

WINTER  ESTIMATE

appreciated,  have  led  to  its  applica- 
tion to  an  Increasing  number  of 
technical  uses  In  recent  years,  espe- 
cially where  resistance  to  severe 
abrasion  is  Important.  Thus,  gloves 
and  tubing  used  In  sand  blast  opera- 
tions are  made  of  rubber,  as  are 
conveyor  beltings  for  ore  and  coal. 
Any  observant  person  will  notice 
that  the  rubber  heel  on  his  shoe  out- 
lasts the  leather  sole.  And  instances 
are  cited  In  which  rubber -covered 
factory  staircases  endured  while 
others  of  stone  subjected  to  the  same 
use  had  to  be  twice  renewed. 

OBVIOUS  ADVANTAGES 

These  facta  suggested  the  idea 
that  rubber,  with  the  obvious  ad- 
vantage of  reducing  the  noise  and 
vibration  of  traffic  might  be  prac- 
tical as  a  road  material.  Several 
years  ago  tests  were  begun,  and  since 
then  a  number  of  data  have  been 
accumulated. 

One  series  of  tests  In  Whitehall. 
London,  showed  that  the  reduction 
in  noise  on  the  rubber  roadway  was 
30  per  cent  compared  with  wood 
block  paving  in  the  same  neighbor- 
hood, that  the  remaining  noise  was 
altered  in  character  and  rendered 
less  objectionable  and  that  vibration 
was  reduced.  Another  test  contra- 
dicted the  notion  that  rubber  would 
prove  slippery  and  tend  to  cause 
skidding  of  vehicles  The  true  Im- 
print of  horseshoes  was  found  only 
on  the  rubber  blocks,  that  on  the 
wood  always  showing  a  slight  slip  or 


IHFRE  la  a  possibility  that  some  day  tires  of  rubber  will  com- 
monly roll  over  rubber  roads.  Experimentation  has  de- 
veloped rubber  paving  blocks  that  make  a  satisfactory 
surface  and  the  problem  that  remains  is  only  to  find  a  satisfactory 
method  of  attaching  the  resilient  surface  to  a  rigid  foundation  so 
that  no  shifting  will  take  place  and  admit  moisture  to  the  con- 
crete beneath.  Tests  that  indicate  a  solution  even  of  this  problem 
have  already  been  made.

In  an  effort  to 
solve  the  problem  of  vibration  in 
connection  with  heavy  traffic  over 
bridge*.  The  draw  section  of  the 
Northern  Avenue  bridge  In  Boston 
Is  covered  with  interlocking  rubber 
blocks.  The  Eads  bridge  at  St.  Louis 
has  rubber  paving,  and  Akron.  Ohio, 
has  a  rubber  sidewalk.  There  is  also 
a  section  of  rubber  paving  on  the 
Michigan  Avenue  bridge  In  Chicago 
IN  SINGAPORE 
A  recent  report  from  Singapore 
stated  that  after  Ave  years  rubber 
paving  blocks  that  had  been  sub- 
jected to  1,236.000  tons'  weight 
.showed  little  sign  of  wear,  whereat, 
the  roadway  adjoining,  laid  at  the 
same  tune,  had  had  to  undergo  re- 
pairs three  tunes. 

The  initial  cost  of  rubber  roads  is 
high,  but  it  is  held  that  the  ma- 
terial makes  better  and  more  perma- 
nent highways,  on  account  of  its 
anti-abrasive  and  shock -absorbing 
properties.  Maintenance  costs  are 
reduced  to  a  minimum,  it  Is  said.  A 
rubtsr  road  Li  never  dusty  and 
therefore  requires  no  watering.  It 
needs  no  tar  spraying,  sanding  or 
gritting.  It  is  non-absorbent  and 
therefore  easily  cleaned. 

The  rubber  paving  blocks  already 
in  use  vary  in  size  and  composition. 
Usually  they  consist  of  a  rubber 
capping  vulcanized  on  a  base  of 
hard  composition,  brick  or  a  harder 
grade  of  rubber.  The  blocks  are  al- 
ways laid  over  a  concrete  base,  and 
in  some  Instances  are  painted  with 
bitumen   before  being   fitted  into

CLEVELAND.  O  .  May  11  -  With 
the  opening  of  Cleveland's  "street 
on  stilts,"  which  runs  directly  over 
the  new  Union  Station,  one  of  the 
city's  greatest  traffic  problems  htu 
been  solved  In  a  manner  believed 
unique. 

The  "street  on  stilts"  is  Just  what 
its  name  implies.  It  Is  supported 
its  entire  length  by  huge  steel  stilts 
extending  from  the  roof  of  the 
depot  strucUire  below  to  the  new 
street  level.  The  street  is  100  feet 
wide  and  more  than  half  a  mile 
long,  connecting  Superior  Avenue  at 
a  point  Just  west  of  the  Public 
Square  with  Prospect  Avenue. 

Now  that  this  street  la  open 
through  east  and  west  traffic  is  able 
to  pass  rapidly  through  the  heart 
of  the  city,  avoiding  Public  Square 
with  Its  maze  of  street  car  tracks 
and  traffic  signals,  and  its  thou- 
sands of  pedestrians. 

The  Van  Swrrtngen  interests 
builders  of  the  new  station  and 
Terminals  BuUdings  group  on  Pub- 
lic Square,  built  the  "street  on 
suits"  and  gave  it  to  the  city  It 
replaces  the  thoroughfares  torn  out 
when  tiie  station  project  was  start- 
ed These  were  lar  below  the  pres- 
ent street  level  and  were  never  ol 
any  value  to  Uirough  traffic.  An- 
other "stilt  street"  Is  under  con 
struction  allowing  traffic  another 
outlet,  and  it  will  be  given  to  the 
city  when  completed. 

Owing  to  its  location  on  Lake 
Erie,  with  Its  business  district  vir- 
Uially  on  the  lake  Tront,  all  of  Cleve- 
land's through  traffic  and  highway* 
are  east  and  west  as  is  most  of  its 
local  traffic.  The  main  highways 
have  always  pa-jwd  directly  through 
Public  Square,  making  the  down- 
town section  at  that  point  a  " one- 
street'  affair,  as  fax  as  gancral 
traffic  is  concerned. 

Because  ot  the  peculiarity  of 
Cleveland's  location,  together  with 
the  fact  that  a  deep  valley  separates 
the  east  and  west  sections  of  UK- 
city,  efforts  to  improve  the  "bottle- 
neck" traffic  conditions  have  been 
unavailing,  until  the  idea  of  the 
"street  on  stilts'  was  thought  out.

HISTORY    OF  AERONAUTICS 
The  Balloon  of  De  Lettre 

Here  is  a  balloon  which  never  left  the  paper  stage.  M  I>  Lettre 
lived  In  France  during  the  days  when  balloons  were  causing  a  lot  of  ex- 
citement They  were  new.  they  offered  pusMbil.u^  sport  and  thrill:  Portsmouth,  and  it  la  also  well 
to  be  found  In  no  other  direction  of  the  times;  and  they  stimulated  the  ]  served  by  buse*.  tubes  and  sire., 
imaginations  of  millions  of  people  in  all  walks  of  life  It  Li  no  wonder, 
therefore,  that  we  find  many  inventors  scratching  heads  and  perspiring 
profusely  in  efforts  to  Improve  and  invent  and  become  famous  and  also 
wealthy  In  the  field  of  aeronautics.  And  the  estimable  M.  De  Lettre  was 
one  of  these.  He  failed  to  make  money  out  of  his  invention,  but  he 
succeeds,  now  and  here,  to  fame  and  makes  the  newspapers  a  hundred 
years  after  he  has  left  for  other  regions. 

His  was  a  hvdrogen  balloon  supporting  a  rather  large  circular  plat- 
form; and  this  platform,  as  you  will  note,  contains  an  airtight  shed  bulit 
completely  around  the  outer  circumference  of  the  platform.  Only  half 
of  It  Is  shown  so  as  to  make  visible  the  Items  housed  within  It.  These 
include  a  pump  manned  by  four  men  in  the  foreground,  and  which 
pumped  air  at  great  pressure  Into  the  barrels.  The  idea  was  to  Increase 
by  such  means  the  weight  of  the  balloon  at  will.  An  exhaust  pipe  was 
provided  so  that  this  same  air  might  be  exhausted,  thus  decreasing  the 
total  weight  and  allowing  the  balloon  to  rise.

WINDSOR.  Ont..  May  10.— Post- 
master-General P  J.  Veniots  re- 
cent announcement  in  the  House  of 
Common's  that  air  mall  service  will 
be  established  this  year  between 
Toronto  and  the  Border  Cities  is  an 
Indication  that  the  Walker  airport 
near  here  will  become  one  of  the 
most  important  aerial  stations  on 
the  continent.  It  will  be  the  trans- 
fer juncture  for  all  air  mail  en 
route  to  the  Western  States  and 
Western  Canada  It  Ik  believed  here 
that  the  Walker  airport  will  be  the 
Eastern  terminus  of  an  Important 
American  mall  route,  which  would 
form  a  link  between  Windsor  and 
Calgary  via  Winnipeg. 

District  aviation  officials  and  en- 
thusiasts see  fulfilment  of  their 
hopes  and  a  favorable  answer  to 
their  agitation  for  this  service. 

The  Post  master-General  made  the 
definite  declaration  that  Windsor 
would  not  be  the  terminus  of  the 
route.  It  is  therefore  believed 
American  plane*  will  land  at 
Walker  Field  for  connection  with 
Toronto  flyers  A  rapid  transfer  of 
mail  would  be  made  and  the  Amer- 
ican planes  will  transfer  their  mall 
at  Winnipeg  after  dropping  Chica- 
go and  Mid -Western  States  mail  at 
Chicago. 

Expert  estimates  are  that  the  new 
combination  of  routes  will  bring 
Montreal  and  Calgary  within  twen- 
ty-four hours  of  each  other  for 
mall  service,  and  also  for 
work. 

Mr  Ventnt  s  announcement  was 
lo  the  effect  that  stops  wdl  be  made 
at  important  points  between  Toronto 
and  the  Border  Cities,  but  only  at 
points  where  the  municipalities  have 
established  landing  fields.  He  made 
it  plain  that  these  facilities  must  be 
supplied  by  the  towns  and  cities 
themselves.  The  Postoffice  Depart- 
ment has  no  intention  of  setting  up 
its  own  airports  at  great  expense. 

Hamilton  and  London  will  there- 
fore probably  be  the  only  two  stops. 
They  are  the  only  cities  which  have 
recognised  airports.  Some  others 
have  small  private  fields,  but  It  to 
unlikely  that  these  wUl  be  used 
Eventually  the  service  will  extend 
through  to  the  Pacific  Coast,  but  the 
Post  master 'General  said  that  this 
would  probably  not  be  this  year. 

Another  conjecture  made  by  avia- 
tion officials  was  that  mall  from 
Toronto  for  Detroit  would  probably 
be  unloaded  at  the  local  field  and 
transferred  by  motor  across  the 
river  They  pointed  out  it  would 
not  be  economical  for  the  planes  to 
proceed  to  a  Detroit  landing  field, 
as  all  those  In  the  vicinity  of  the 
Michigan  metropolis  are  actually 
further  from  the  Detroit  postoffire 
than  is  Walker  airport 

Meanwhile  keen  competition  is 
going  on  for  the  contract  which  ts 
to  be  let  Two  lines  or  aircraft  are 
definitely  in  the  running,  the  Na- 
tional Air  Transport,  headed  by 
Capt  Earl  M  Hand.  M.C..  of  To- 
ronto, and  International  Airways  of 
Canada,  the  president  of  which  la 
Major-General  J.  H.  MacBrten. 
president  of  the  Aviation  League  of 
Canada 

Both  companies  have  begun  a 
dally  service  between  here  and  To- 
ronto, carrying  paasengera  and  ex- 
press.

Major-General  A.  G.  L.  Mc- 
Naughton  Tells  Audience 
Canada's  Position  Escapes 
Large  Permanent  Army 

EXPLAINS  BASIS 
FOR  INTERVENTION 


Citizen  militia  as  the  proper  jgrpi 
of  land  defence  force  for  Canada 
was  advocated  by  Major -Oeneral  A 
O.  L  McNaughton.  Chief  of  Oen- 
eral Staff  and  formerly  of  thla  mili- 
tary district.  In  an  address  before 
the  Empire  Club  at  1U  last  luncheon 
of  the  season  at  the  King  Edward 
Hotel.  Toronto. 

Although  Canadian  militia  has 
supported  such  agreement*  as  the 
Kellogg  pact,  the  Major-General 
pointed  out  that  in  the  last  analysis 
the  sanctions  of  the  League  of  Na- 
tions were  dependable  on  the  force 
at  the  disposal  of  Its  members. 
There  were  questions  touching  the 
fundamentals  of  national  life  on 
which  great  naUons  would  not  ac- 
cept the  award  of  an  outsider.  He 
further  declared  there  were  impor 
urn  nations  outside  the  League 
and  powerful  forces  which  were  not 
susceptible  to  control  by  any  organ- 
isation either  naUonal  or  interna- 
tional. 

Consideration  of  I  he  favorable 
geographical  position  of  Canada  and 
her  abundant  natural  resources,  he 
said,  combine  to  assure  her  citi- 
zens that  they  shall  be  free  of  small 
wars  and  that  Canadian*  might  ex- 
pect a  considerable  period  of  notice 
of  any  major  dangers  that  may 
loom  up. 

"Therefore,"  he  continued,  "what 
Canada  needs  Is  not  a  force  of  any 
kind  Immediately  ready,  but  t  lie- 
nucleus  of  a  large  force  around 
which  the  defence  resource*  of  Uie 
nation  can  be  developed  in 
gency." 

V  XPEDITIONARY  FORCE 
"The  dispatch  of  an  expedition  In 
support  of  other  members  of  the 
British  commonwealth  or  the  League 
of  Nations.  If  that  were  decided 
upon,  can  readily  be  solved  as  and 
when  they  arise.  Canada  has  no 
need  of  a  large  professional  army; 
the  only  professional  elements  re- 
quired are  a  cadre  of  Instructors, 
sufficient  troops  for  the  maintenance 
and  training  of  this  cadre  and  for 
administrative  duties  in  peace. 

"For  our  war  organisation,  com- 
manders, staffs  and  troops,  we  must 
look  to  our  citizen  force,  the  non- 
permanent  active  militia,  supple- 
mented to  a  certain  extent  from  the 
permanent  force.*' 

Non-permanent  acUve  militia  as 
presently  organised  In  Canada,  the 
Major -Oeneral  stated,  had  a  peace 
establishment    of    1.18.000   and  an 
actual  strength  of  51.000.  of  whlc 
about  34.000  were   trained  during 
the   past    year.     In   general,  the 
training  consists  of  twelve  days  at 
camp  or  at  local  headquarters.  Blnce 
t.he  war  attention  had  been  coneen 
trated  on  developing  the  permenen 
force  as  an  instructional  corps  To 
day  a  permanent  force  officer  Is  re 
quired  to  pass  Uie  same  examina- 
tions as  an  officer  of  corresponding 
rank  in  the  British  army. 

mi  IS  UNIMPORTANT 
Cognizance  must  be  taken  by  the 
non-permanent  active  miltiia  of  the 
tremendous  development  In  the 
methods  and  apparatus  of  war 
which  has  been  continued  overseas 
by  every  leading  power  In  the  world, 
"in  their  repercussion  on  the  civil 
life  of  a  country  at  war  these  devel- 
opments will  require  vast  stores  of 
munitions  of  special  type..

DETROIT.  May  11  —  Among  man- 
ufacturers of  motor  cars- not  for 
the  United  States  and  other  Eng- 
lish-speaking countries  alone,  but 
for  the  entire  world— a  prospect  re- 
quiring years  to  build  up  has  Just 
been  brought  out  in  bold  relief  by  a 
variety  of  happenings. 

Leaders  of  the  Industry  organizrd 
as  a  delegation  under  the  National 
Automobile  Chamber  of  Commerce 
consulted  President  Hoover  and 
members  of  his  cabinet  on  the  for- 
eign trade  outlook  as  a  preliminary 
to  greater  expansion  this  year  than 
ever  before. 

The  automobile  builders  were 
headed  by  Roy  D.  Chapln,  president 
of  the  board  of  directors  of  the  Hud- 
son Company,  and  former  president 
of  the  National  Automobile  Cham- 
ber. 

The  conference  was  on  foreign  re- 
strictions against  the  automobile 
trade  abroad,  and  it  also  considered 
a  federal  transportation  board  to 
study  co-ordination  cT  airways,  rail- 
ways, waterways  and  highways. 

Referring  to  the  future  of  foreign 
trade.  Mr  Chapln  said  the  demand 
for  automobiles  was  world-wide 
Everywhere  the  automobile  has  been 
recognized  as  necessary  to  trans- 
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future  offers.

Last  year  the  total  was  $552,097.-

source,  was  368.328.  This  was  416 
per  cent  more  than  shipmenti  in 
1922. 
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Alfred  Reeves,  general  manager  of 
the  National  Automobile  Chamber 
of  Commerce.  American  cars  are 
now  being  shipped  from  Detroit  to 
107  countries.  Mr  Reeves  in  large 
measure  credits  record-breaking 
production  by  America's  factories  In 
the  first  three  months  of  this  year 
to  increased  demand  from  foreign 
lands.  The  market  abroad,  he  as- 
serts. Is  now  absorbing  eighteen  per 
cent  of  the  entire  output  of  the 
American  industry,  which  this  year 
is  certain  to  reach  5.000.000  cars,  at 
least 

Mr.  Reeves  scouted  a  theory  that 
growth  of  the  motor  industry  must 
be  at  the  expense  of  certain  com- 
panies losing  out  In  the  fight  for  a 
limited  market  He  said  that  the 
belief  of  manufacturers  was  that 
the  opportunity  now  Ls  world  wide, 
with  the  makers  of  this  and  other 


How  added  export  affects  large 
producers  is  demonstrated  by  Hud- 
son figures  "f  this  week,  showing 
that  In  January.  February.  March 
and  April  317.071  Hudson  and  Essex 
cars  were  shipped  abroad,  the  total 
being  a  gain  of  twenty-eight  per 
cent.  Over  21214  cars  were  shipped 
In  the  same  period  of  1928.  Officials 
estimate  that  70,000  cars  will  be  re- 
quired for  foreign  shipment  tills 
year 

The  plant  of  Hudson's  British 
subsidiary  at  London  is  now  said  to 
be  producing  1.000  cars  a  month  An 
assembly  plant  at  Berlin  recently 
turned  out  Its  tlx  thousandth  car 
in  two  years,  in  the  iuture  a  new 
plant  at  Brussels  is  to  serve  Europe, 
except  England  and  Germany.  It 
wUl  have  a  capacity  of  15.000  cars  a 
year. 

Willys-Overland  reports  an  In- 
crease of  seventy-two  per  cent  in  ex- 
port business  the  first  three  months 
of  this  year.  Shipments  to  foreign 
markets  reached  12.679  cars  In  that 
period. 

In  April  the  automobile  factories 
or  the  Detroit  district  swept  on  to- 
ward still  greater  volume  produc- 
tion than  in  March.  Ford  led  with 
a  total  output  of  model  A  cars  at 
190.388.  compared  with  181.894  In 
March. 

Among  the  makers  of  hlgh-prlced 
cars  peak  activity  prevails.  Pack- 
ard during  April  broke  all  records 
by  delivering  more  than  6,000  cars 
to  customers.  May.  It  ls  believed, 
will  prove  another  record -breaking 
period.

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Romance  of  Gold  Mining 
In  Queen  Charlottes 

Indian*  Who  Struggled  Willi  Wis*  Miner*  for  thr  Precious  Metal 


An  old  pagan  writer    U  said  to 

havo  uttwed  the  remark  that 
"silver  and  copper  run  in  vein*,  but 
gold  is  where  you  find  It."  This 
statement,  now  known  to  be  trite, 
probably  explains  why  gold  was  dis- 
covered in  British  Columbia  first  on 
Queen  Charlotte  Islands.  Otherwise 
the  discovery  may  be  regarded  as 
accidental. 

The  Queen  Charlotte  group  occu- 
pies a  unique  place  in  the  broad 
Pacific  Ocean  lying  about  l&O  mile* 
north  of  Vancouver  Island.  It  is 
separated  from  Alaskan  territory  b> 
the  narrow  Dixon  Entrance  and 
from  the  British  Columbia  main- 
land by  Hecate  Strait,  averaging  a 
distance  of  seventy-five  miles 
There  are  about  1M  islands  in  the 
whole  group,  each  of  which  Is  named 
and  con-ectly  charted  Prevost. 
Moresby.  Ornham.  Lyall  and 
Knight  Islands  constitute  the  chiel 
factors  In  the  group,  the  remainder 
being  mere  spots  on  the  horizon 
The  southern  members  of  the  group 
are  mountainous  and  generally 
covered  with  heavy  and  valuable 
Umber,  but  the  northern  portion  ol 
Graham  Island  presents  a  prairie - 
like  appearance  in  its  Interior.  The 
arable  land  on  Or* ham  Island  has 
been  estimated  at  400  000  acres,  but 
parts  of  It  are  muskegs  not  incap- 
able of  drainage 

Today  several  localities  on 
Oraham  Island  present  a  modern 
appearance  and  several  Important 
settlements  exist  and  promise  con- 
siderable development  as  stock  and 
dairying  sections  Masset  Inlet,  a 
narrow  channel,  entering  the  island 
at  the  north,  penetrates  for  a  dis- 
tance of  twenty  miles,  when  it 
widens  into  a  considerable  lagoon 
within  which  the  tide  abba  and 
flows  twice  in  twenty-four  hours. 

Bordering  the  aeacoast  and  the 
numerous  streams  and  lakes  the 
Umber  Is  very  heavy  with  dense 
underbrush.  Cedar,  hemlock  and 
spruce  are  the  principal  varieties  of 
Umber  and  all  are  of  a  quality  rival- 
ing any  Coast  production.  Several 
sawmills  are  doing  a  flourishing  busi- 
ness in  decimating  these  immense 
forests,  and  It  was  from  this  source 
that  enormous  quantities  of  the 
best  qualities  of  spruce  timber  used 
in  airplane  construction  were  ob- 
tained during  the  late  years  of  the 
Great  War. 

There  are  extensive  deposits  ol 
bituminous  coal,  while  copper,  gold 
silver  and  other  minerals  have  been

Few  persons  In  British  Columbia 
today  ore  aware  that  the  first  dls 
covery  of  gold  In  British  Columbia 
was  made  on  Moresby  Island  in 
1851.  In  song  and  story  Uie  Praser 
River  gold  excitement  of  1858 — fol- 
lowing publication  abroad  in  1857 
of  the  discovery  of  gold  above  Yale 
In  1858— has  been  regarded  as  the 
cause  of  the  great  rush  of  miners 
from  the  California  goldfields. 

Though  the  northern  discovery  Is 
romantic  as  any  attaching  to  the 
"Cariboo"  excitement,  and  was  not 
without  its  tragedies,  it  came  about 
in  a  simple  way.  The  chief  factor 
of  the  Hudson's  Bay  Company  at 
Port  Simpson,  then  Dr.  Kennedy, 
showed  the  Indians  some  "yellow 
metal"  and  promised  them  that  he 
would  exchange  guns,  blankets  and 
other  supplies  for  as  much  of  It  as 
they  could  bring  In. 

Among  the  natives  who  were 
present  when  Dr.  Kennedy  showed 
the  gold  dust  was  an  Indian  chief 
known  in  the  Christian  annals  of 
the  Hal  da  trloes  as  "Ed  ens  haw." 
He  was  one  of  the  greatest  of  the 
head  men  of  the  powerful  associa 
tlon  of  aborigines  often  called  the 
Terrors  of  the  North."  He  had 
seen  what  appeared  to  him  to  be 
similar  metal  in  rock  which  some 
Skldegate  Indians  had  brought  to 
him  from  one  of  the  settlements 
over  which  he  hod  control. 

EARLY  DISCOVER Y 
Without  Informing  the  chief 
factor  of  his  knowledge,  this  chief 
of  the  Haidas  returned  to  Queen 
Charlotte  Islands,  where  he  Inter- 
viewed the  people  who  had  brought 
in  the  ore  samples.

This  ar- 
rangement took  the  not  unusual 
form  of  a  ransom  The  Port  Simp- 
son— or  Tslmpsean  tun.  ••>■:• 
mortal  enemies  of  the  Haidas.  and 
innumerable  bloody  conflicts  are 
recorded  In  their  history.  The  Fort 
Simpson  tribes  held  a  number  of 
prisoners  taken  from  the  Haidas  a* 
slaves.  It  was  these  slaves  that  the 
Hudson's  Bay  Company  ransomed 
with  blankets  and  guns,  delivering 
them  to  their  own  people  In  ex- 
change for  this  ransom  the  gold 
prospect  at  Gold  Harbor  was  turned 
over  to  the  company. 

The  Hudson's  Bay  Company  sent 
a  schooner,  the  Princess  Una,  to 
Gold  Harbor  in  1852,  carrying  a 
number  of  pracUcal  miners,  tools, 
etc,  where  the  work  of  developing 
the  property  was  undertaken.  These 
succeeded  In  extracting  (30.000 
worth  of  gold  from  the  mountain 
before  abandoning  the  property 
Why  they  did  abandon  it  altogether 
it  not  quite  clear,  as  today  the  same 
location  praaanti  a  small  hive  of 
industry  where  a  number  of  miners 
operating  a  five-stamp  mill,  are  tak- 
ing out  satisfactory  annual  divi- 
dends. 

In  sending  the  gold  to  the  mint 
at  San  Francisco  the  first  intima- 
tion of  the  existence  of  gold  in  Uie 
North  reached  Uie  intelligence  of 
San  Francisco  residents.  Several 
schooners  started  pronto  for  Queen 
Charlotte  Island.  They  were  well 
outfitted  with  supplies  necessary  for 
trading  with  the  Indians.  It  was 
one  of  these  vessels— the  Susan

INDIANS  IRRITATKn 

The  hostility  shown  by  Uie 
aborigines  to  Uie  Invasion  of  the 
paleface'  was  not  inconsiderable 
Even  Uie  Hudson's  Bay*  Company 
had  frequent  Irritation  from  this 
source,  although  they  had  acquired 
what  they  termed  rights  in  Uie 
property.

It  reports  a 
journey  by  schooner  from  Victor  la 
to  the  new  gold  find  at  Mitchell's 
Harbor  and  Is  as  follows: 

"After  leaving  Victoria,  I  pro- 
ceeded to  make  the  run  for  QCJ.. 
but  a  gale  of  wind  came  up  and  de- 
tained us  off  Cape  Henry  for  eight 
days,  so  that  we  did  not  anchor  in 
Mitchell's  Harbor  until  October  30 
On  th*  second  day  after  we  arrived 
we  commenced  blasting  Uie  rock  at 
the  old  place  We  commenced  In  a 
vein  of  quarts  and  were  very  suc- 
cessful. The  rock  proved  to  be  rich 
with  gold,  as  you  will  see  by  Uie 
specimens  now  forwarded  by  Dr 
Kennedy.  We  followed  Uie  seam,  or 
vein,  and  found  it  deeply  im- 
pregnated with  gold.  The  vein 
*eems  to  take  a  direction  up  Uie 
mountain;  In  fact,  our  men  went 
half  way  up  to  the  top,  say.  three 
hundred  feet  above  Uie  water,  and 
found  quarts  rock.  In  my  opinion 
gold  will  be  found  in  many  places 
hereafter  on  Uie  west  side  of  Uie 
Island,  as  quarts  rock  can  be  found 
in  every  dlrecUon  We  found  It  in 
four  different  places  in  Mitchell's 
Harbor,  but  had  no  time  to  examine 
It. 

-I  am  sorry  to  say  I  had  to  leave 
off  blasting  and  quit  place  for  Port 
Simpson  on  account  of  annoyance 
we  encountered  with  Uie  natives. 
They  arrived  In  large  numbers,  say. 
thirty  canoes,  and  were  very  much 
pleased  to  see  us  on  first  arrival. 
But  when  they  saw  us  blasting  and 
turning  out  so  much  gold  they  be- 
came excited  and  commenced  dep- 
redations on  us.  stealing  Uie  tools 
and  taking  at  least  one -half  the 
gold  that  was  thrown  out  by  Uie 
blasts.  They  would  lie  concealed 
until  a  report  of  a  blast,  was  heard 
and  then  make  a  rush  for  Uie  ore. 
A  regular  scramble  between  Uiem 
and  our  men  would  then  take  place 
They  would  take  our  men  by  the 
legs  and  haul  them  away  from  Uie 
gold  Some  blows  were  struck  on 
these  occasion*  and  Uie  Indian* 
drew  their  knives  on  our  men  often 
The  mm  took  fright  and  refused  to 
slay  any  longer.

of  Mesopotamia 

The  sites  of  dewrted  cities  caught 
the  attention  when  viewed  from  the 
air  and  therefore  were  snapped  as 
landmarks  likely  to  be  useful  for 
mapping  purposes. 

Thus,  quite  accidentally,  a  great 
deal  of  valuable  Information  regard- 
ing ancient  cities,  which  crumbled 
away  2.000  years  and  more  ago  and 
now  He  almost  burled  in  the  desert 
sands,  has  come  to  light.  For  the 
camera,  when  operated  from  the 
air.  reveals  much  that  Is  lost  to  the 
eye  looking  at  the  same  object  from 
the  ground. 

These  photographs  lay  bare  the 
skeletons  of  the  cities,  providing,  in 
fact,  plans  showing  the  arrange- 
ments of  the  streets  and  the  layouts 
of  the  large  buildings  and  public 
spaces  Such  pictures  are  of  value 
to  archaeologists  who  wish  to  ex- 
cavate, for  they  show  at  Just  which 
spots  their  work  may  be  concen- 
trate most  uaefuDy  . 

Among  Mr  Crawford's  collection 
Is  a  series  of  pictures  of  Ha  Ira,  a 
"ghost"  city  some  seventy  miles 
from  Mosul.  Approaching  Hatra  by 
air.  no  sign  of  life  ||  to  be  seen  for 
many  miles.  Then,  suddenly.  Mr 
Crawford  says,  the  city  appears 
far-spreading  and  unmistakable  in 
the  midst  of  the  bleak  desert. 

A  Herman  archaeologist  once 
made  a  map  of  tills  place  after  in- 
finite labor,  but  the  photographs 
taken  in  a  few  minutes,  .show  the 
plan  of  the  city  in  far  more  detail 
and  at  some  points  with  more 
clarity.  Pictures  taken  at  closer 
range  even  show  the  layouts  of  In- 
dividual houses,  many  of  them  only 
one-room  affairs 

Another  photograph  showed  Erbll, 
the  oldest  inhabited  city  In  the 
world  and  the  scene  of  Alexander 
the  Great's  battle.  It  stands  high 
above  the  surrounding  country,  on 
a  great  mound  which,  according  to 
Mr.  Crawford,  "represents  centuries 
of  municipal  dirt  " 

It  is  not  only  In  the  Middle  Bast 
that  aerial  photography  has  added 
to  our  knowledge  of  times  long  ago. 
Mr  Crawford  hlrru»eir  has  carried 
out  en  air  seurvey  of  some  of  the 
southwestern  counties  of  England 
which  revealed  a  number  of  prehis- 
toric works  under  the  bare  grass  of 
the  Downlands. 

On  one  occasion  a  photograph  of 
what  appeared  from  the  ground  to 
be  an  ordinary  ploughed  field  re- 
vealed faint  but  perfectly  clear  lines 
which  on  investigation  proved  to  be 
the  remains  of  a  stone-age  setUa- 
ment. 

In  another  par*  of  the  country  the 
aerial  camera  has  played  a  great 
part  In  the  excavations  of  a  Roman 
camp  where  a  number  of  dlccov- 
enes  have  recently  been  made.

It  ls  little  won- 
der that  Western  Canadian  fanners, 
engaging  In  this  destruction  year 
after  year,  exhibit  a  keen  Interest 
in  the  possibility  of  the*  straw  plle'i 
economic  utilization  and  a  present 
total  waste  being  turned  Into  a 
source  of  profit. 

Various  schemes  have  at  various 
timet  been  devised  to  turn  thU  waste 
product  to  profitable  use.  these  com- 
prising fabrication  of  pulp  and 
paper,  building  blocks,  tile,  fertiliser, 
gas  and  lumber.  For  some  time 
straw  has  been  utilized  by  n  com- 
pany at  Trenton.  Ontario,  for  the 
manufacture  of  straw  board,  and  a 
plan  to  establish  such  a  plant  at 
Winnipeg  to  take  advantage  of 
Western  resources  was  mooted.  A 
Manitoba  plant  Is  engaged  In  the 
manufacture  of  insulation  board 
from  flax  straw.  Greatest  interest, 
however,  has  centred  in  the  pos- 
sibilitv  of  utilisation  in  paper  mak- 
ing, of  outstanding  Interest  to  Can- 
ada since  the  Dominion  Is  premier 
oroducer  of  newsprint  and  anxious 
to  maintain  this  poMtlon.  The  pulp 
and  paper  Industry  has  developed 
In  a  remarknbl"  manner  so  thnt 
Canada's  wood*  resources  have  been 
Increasingly  drawn  upon,  a  com- 
mencement having  been  made  upon 
those  of  the  Prairie  Provinces,  nnd 
there  Is  a  natural  and  wlde-snread 
Interest  as  to  future  supplies  of  raw 
material. 

There  Is  nothing  oroblematical  to- 
day about  the  utilisation  of  straw 
in  lias  manner  A  few  years  ago 
a  well  known  London  mornin-r  paper 
published  a  complete  edition  on 
paper  made  from  Canadian  r.traw, 
and  more  recently  a  United  States 
dallv  did  the  same  thing,  definitely 
lifting  the  uuajfluu  from  theory  to 
practice.  Shortly  after  the  war. 
under  the  sponsorship  of  the  Cana- 
dian Pacific  Railway,  a  method  for 
the  utilisation  of  flax  straw  In  the 
manufacture  of  pulp  for  conversion 
into  high-grade  paper  was  perfceted. 
and  writing  paper  produced  on  a 
commercial  scale  which  was  for 
some  time  used  under  the  letter- 
head of  the  then  president  of  that 
rallwav.  the  late  Lord  Shaughnessy 
Since  that  time  the  Development 
Branch  of  the  Canadian  Pacific 
Railway  has  kept  in  the  closest 
touch  with  this  problem,  co-operat- 
ing with  Mr  Bache  WUg  In  connec- 
tion with  his  special  process,  and 
with  the  Canadian  Forest  Product* 
Laboratory  in  the  experiment*  it 
carried  out  in  connection  with  that 
process  and  with  the  Government 
of  Alberta  In  its  efforU  to  get  that 
process  established  They  also  gave 
practical  assistance  to  Mr  DeValn 
and  his  associates  in  their  efforts 
to  establish  the  Industry  In  the  West 
and  especially  In  arranging  for 
several  hundred  hale*  of  Western 
#traw  to  be  shipped  to  Europe  for 
a  commercial  test  in  plants  estab- 
lished In  France,  which  proved  en- 
tirely successful. 

As  a  matter  of  fact,  the  manufac- 
ture of  paper  pulp  from  9ereal 
straws,  date*  from  the  beginning  of 
the  art.  and  to  far  as  is  known  It 
was  the  raw  stock  from  which  paper 
was  first  made  Esparto  pulp  is  still 
made  in  large  quantities,  the  grass 
being  imported  from    Spain  and 
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Africa.  The  great  expansion  of  the 
paper  Industry  with  the  increasing 
drawing  upon  woods  resources  drew 
atten'.lon  once  again  to  the  possi- 
bilities of  straw,  with  the  result  that 
much  Investigation  was  undertaken 
The  Canadian  Pacific  Railway  was 
active  In  this  from  an  early  date, 
expending  considerable  sums  In  re- 
search and  co-operating  In  ship- 
ments and  aiding  in  other  ways. 

Tho  Government  of  Alberta  be- 
came interested,  made  investigations 
Into  all  known  experimental  pro- 
cesses for  the  manufacture  of  pulp 
from  straw,  and  In  19X1  made  ar- 
rangements for  laboratory  tests  on 
what  is  known  as  the  Baehc-Wtig 
process  by  the  Pulp  and  Paper 
Division  of  the  Forest  Product* 
Laboratory  at  Montreal.  Rosults 
were  eminently  fatiafactory.  It  being 
demonstrated  under  semi-commer- 
cial conditions  that  straw  pulp  war. 
admirably  suited  to  the  manufacture 
of  pulp  and  paper  products.  The 
report  states:  "It  seems  Justifiable 
to  state  that  this  process  will  yield 
a  pulp  from  straw  or  higher  un- 
beaten strength  than  sulphite  wood 
pulp  nnd  with  closely  similar  yields 
on  a  weight  basis"  The  Hache- 
Wllg  process,  it  went  on. '  further 
involved  no  radical  departure  from 
the  standard  sulphite  process  which 
gives  it  the  advantage  of  being  able 
to  utilise  present-day  wood  pulp 
equipment  In  the  manufacture  of 
pulp  nnd  at  the  same  time  have  the 
advan'.atje  of  requiring  very  much 
leas  power  for  the  reason  that  the 
barking,  shipping  and  grinding  pro»- 
cesses  are  eliminated. 

The  Alberta  Government  declared 
that  the  manufacture  of  paper  pulp 
from  the  cereal  straw  of  the  Prov- 
.nce  had  been  proven  feasible,  and 
optmvstically  expre.-^ed  the  belief 
that,  it  would  be  only  a  short  time 
before  a  plant  would  be  In  operation 
In  Edmonton  Difficulties  Were,  how- 
ever, encountered  in  interesting 
capital  In  the  enterprt.«e  The  tftM 
was  not  the  best  for  the  securing 
of  investment,  funds  Interest  ap- 
parently dwindled  and  the  matter 
has  been  in  abeyance  for  *ome  time, 
until  now  actively  resurrected  under 
what  would  appear  to  be  more  aus- 
picious conditions  by  the  farmers' 
organizations. 

In  the  indu^trral  expansion  the 
Prairie  Provinces  are  crmerlenclng 
and  their  swelling  ambitions  in  this 
regard  there  would  seem  to  be  more 
hope  of  this  enterprise  being  brought 
to  successful  conclusion  Certain  it. 
Is  that  there  is  a  tremendou*  re- 
source not.  alone  being  unutilized. 
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but  absolutely  wasted  in  Western 
Canada  each  year,  and  while  the 
combine  reaper- thresher,  which  in 

its  operations  leaves  Ihe  straw 
standing,  feems  destined  to  come 
into  ever- increasing  use.  the  straw 
resources  of  Western  Canada  will 
always  be  very  large.  There  Is  noth- 
ing problematical  about  the  making 
of  paper  from  this  material,  end 
Western  Canada  has  other  advan- 
tage* for  the  Industry  in  the  way 
of  salt  and  sodium  sulphate  deposits 
It  would  appear  to  be  equally  cer- 
tain that  the  paper  which  would  be 
made  from  this  source  will  be  re- 
quired. 


A  va*t  amount  of  scientific  and 
economic  data,  much  of  It  collected 
by  the  Canadian  Pacific  Railway.  Is 
available  to  those  Interested  With 
Canadian  resources  of  all  kinds  com- 
ing in  for  greater  attention  the  time 
should  soon  arrive  for  the  utiliza- 
tion for  one  purpose  or  other  of  the 
great  straw  piles  which  remain  after 
the  harvesting  season  In  Western
